\already mentioned, we have ‘been 
given no data on tlris subjeet beyond 
,the aygroximate number of custom- 
‘ers, and the rates for the different 
services ; but we cannot see, on the 
one hand, how the expenditure can 
be less than we have stated, and are 
inclined to think that it must be 
more. Nor, on the other hand, do we 
see where the revenue can be very 
much greater, with the possible ex- 
ception of the sale of power; but 
here again the bulk of the revenue 
must come from the mill and the in-

This plant must of course havo 
been run at a loss during its earlier 
years, and, broadly speaking, it 
would now appear to ‘be just turn- 
ing the corner from a losing to a 
paying proposition.

4. Estimate 

Power— 

The future possibilities of this en- 
‘terprise will depend entirely upon the 
growth of the Town, and also upon 
ithe extent to which industries using 
electric power will be established in 
{the Town in the future. As far as 
the possi ilities and limitations can 
be judzed at present, we would say 
that a population of 15,000 for Red 
Deer in 1928 would be a reasonable 
figure. Possibly’ we are not suffi- 
ciently optimistic, and you may have 
inside information leading you to ex- 
pect more ranid growth than this, 
but we have no such — information, 
and while it is possible that these 
figures might be greatly exceeded, it 
is also possible that it might not 
even peach 15,000 by 1928. 

The other factor in the  case— 
the future consumption of power—is 
a matter that can be esti- 
muted, as no one can say to what 
txtent in the future power users may 
find it to their advantage to locate 
in Red Deer. In order to have a 
figure to work upon we have made 
an assumption based on experience in 
other towns cf similar size. It is 
on the foregoing basis that the ex- 
penditure required for extensions to 
the plant up to 1928 has been esti- 
mated. 

With a population of 15,000 — in 
1928, the total revenue from light, 
power, telephones and pumping wat- 
er should be ‘n the neighborhood of 
$12,000. Operating expenses should 
not excced 30 per cent. of the 
revenue, leaving net earnings of 
$24,000. This is leaving any street 
car system out of the question, us 
the precise date at which street ears 
might be expected to be put in’ vp- 
eration can easily be forecasted, One 
wight point to Lethoridge as a case 
in point, but on the other hand 
Saskatoon, with a population such 
as we are considering for Red Deer, 
hax as vet only laid down a_ single 
crussing of its street railway.

the preparation for the day of conflict 
that ominous and significant events 
indicated would not be long delayed. 
While this was a great disappoint- 
ment it did not prevent the Govern- 
ment continuing its policy of prepara- 
tion. At once a committee of the 
heads of all departments was formed 
to prepare plans to meet any emerg- 
ency that might arise, and their 
report was completed only a few 
weeks before the actual outbreak of 
war, 


Immediate Action. 


War was not declared against 
Great Britain until August 4th, last 
year; but three days previous, in a 
secret dispatch, Sir Robert Borden 
offered a considerable force if neces- 
sary. On August 4th a reply was 
received that there seemed no im- 
mediate need. A few hours later 
war broke out. On August 6th Can- 
ada’s offer was accepted, and the 
same day orders were issued to mob- 
ilize militia units in preparation for 
active service, and four days later it 
was decided to send a first contingent 
of 22,218 men. This number was 
afterwards increased to 33,000. The 
troops were mobilized at Valcartier, 
and within thirty days after the out- 
break of war, this army, fully equip- 
ped, was reviewed by his Royal High- 
ness, the Duke of Connaught. In 
October they sailed for England, and 
since have won undying fame in 
France and Belgium. Since then a 
steady stream of reinforcements have 
been transported across the the At- 
lantic. Two days after the outbreak 
of war the Dominion. Government of- 
fered one million bags of flour as a 
gift to the British Government to be 
used as they saw fit. 


Canadian Forces, 


Canada has at present under arms 
itz France, England, Bermuda, St. 
Lucia, and at home 150,000 men. As 
soon as the first overseas army land- 
ed in England, enlistment of more 
men commenced, and it was decided 
to maintain two army divisions of 
25,000 men each at the front with 
sufficient reserves in England and 
Canada to keep them at full strength. 
The Canadian troops are now distri- 
buted as follows: In France and 
England, 80,000; in Bermuda, 1,000; 
in St. Lucia, 500; on home defences, 
10,000, and in preparation in truin- 
ing camps in Canada, 60,000. There 
have been at least 40,000 men sent 
across the English Channel. 


A Splendid Record. 
Of the Canadian forces the Prin- 


cess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infan- 
try first met the Huns. All during 


the terrible winter campaign they 
fought in the trenches side by side 
with the veterans of France and Eng 
Of the 1,100 men, 


land. who in 
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Lansdowne Park,~Ottawa, received 
the regimental colors from her Royal 
Highness, Princess Patricia, only 40 
remain in service. Early in the 
spring the First Division landed 
in France and at- Ypres, Hill 
60, Langemarck, St. Julien, and 
Festurbert, they fought with such 
gallantry and desperation as to win 
even from the Germans the tribute or 
being the best troops in the Allied 
armies. On that memorable day at 
St. Julien when the Turcos broke be- 
fore the German gas fumes only the 
Canadian division stood between the 
Huns and their goal—Calais. The 
Canadian line was extended to fill the 
gap; they stopped the German rush, 
but at an awful price. Again at Fes- 
turbert they smashed the German 
line. 


Naval and Aerial Services. 


Assistance in the naval defence of 
the Empire on a large scale has been 
impossible owing to the action of the 
Senate in defeating the Government's 
proposals in 1913. On the outbreak 
of war, however, two submarines 
were purchased in Seattle for the de- 
fence of Vancouver and Victoria 
against the German raiders on the 
Pacific, and the Niobe and Rainbow 
were refitted to act as transport con- 
voys and to help keep trade routes 
open. The British navy has, how- 
ever, again vindicated its supremacy, 
and Canada under its protection has 
enjoyed complete immunity from 
attack. There have also been estab- 
lished aviation schools, and the first 
detachment of Canadian aviators are 
now in England in the British aerial 
service. 


Munitions and Equipment. 


In providing munitions and equip- 
ment for the allied armies Canada 
has played a great part. So far con- 
tracts for over $300,000,000 have 
been placed in this country. Of this 
huge amount $152,000,000 is for 
shrapnel and high explosive shells. 
Shortly after the outbreak of the war 
the Canadian Government established 


a Shell Commission which was so suc-| & 


cessful in speeding up the production 
of munitions that last May a similar 
system was adopted in England. 
From Sydney to Victoria our manu- 
facturing plants are turning out com- 
pleted shells at the rate of 30,000 a 
day. 


Financial Arrangements. 


To preserve our credit, prevent a 
panic, and maintain our industrial 
and financial prosperity, at the out- 
break of the war the Government 
adopted measures which have been 
eminently successful. No serious 
business disruption was experienced, 
although the outbreak of war oc- 
curred during a commercial depreg- 
sion, the sequence of years of fever- 
ish speculation and inflated values. 
For our war expenditure arrange- 
ments were made with the Bank of 
England.through the British Govern- 
ment for a line of credti to last until 
the cessation of hostilities when our 
debt will be consolidated and repay- 
ment spread over a period of fifty 
years. There were also new revenue 
measures enacted in the form of spe- 
cial taxes and increased tariff im- 
ports. These have been very success- 
ful, and our revenue promises for the 
current fiscal year to regain its 
normal level. Recently the Minister 
of Finance successfully floated in 
New York, for domestic purposes, a 
loan of $45,000,000. 


Future Assistance. 


“The measure of our assistance 
will be limited only by the need,” was 
the declaration. of our future policy 
made by Sir Robert Borden. With 
150,000 men under arms the Govern- 
ment is steadily recruiting more men, 
and if the war lasts another year 
there will be at least a quarter of a 
million Canadians fighting for the 
Empire. Huge training camps at 
Vernon, Calgary, Sewell, London, 
Niagara, Barriefield, Valcartier, and 
Sussex have been established, and 
here the thousands of young Cana- 
dians receive preparatory training be- 
fore going to England, 


Welfare of Troops. 


Canada’s soldiers receive the high- 
est pay of any troops engaged in the 
war, and the pension provisions are 
also the most generous. A patriotic 
fund generously contributed by those 
who cannot go on active service, has 
assured the comfort and welfare of 
the dependents of those fighting for 
Country and Empire. To care for vhe 
sick, wounded, and convalescent re- 
turning from the front a hospital 
commission has been established. At 
Quebec they have fitted up a hospital, 
and from there the convalescent sol- 
diers will be sent to the many homes 
placed at the disposal of the Com- 
mission by the benevolent citizens. 


Imperial Relations. 


The war has established new rela- 
tions between Canada and the Kms 
pire. When Sir Robert Borden sat 
with the British Cabinet in confer- 
ence on the affairs of the Empire it 
was a notice to the world that Can- 
ada has ceased to be a ward and had 
become a partner of Great Britain. 
Official recognition was given this 
new status of the Dominion in the 
Empire by leaders of the Imperial 
Government who have declared that 
in future the overseas Dominions will 
be consulted on matters affecting for- 
eign policy and defence. 


A WILY AMBASSADOR 


German Official Boasts That He Out. 
witted British and Japanese 


— 


The China Press, a Shanghai news- 
paper printed in English, tells the 
story of the new German Ambassador 
to China, Rear-Admiral von Hintze. 
At the outbreak of the war Von 
Hintze was Minister to Mexico. He 
was anxious to get back to Germany, 
and requested the Kaiser, who 5 a 
personal friend, to put him on active 
service in the navy. The difficulty 
was to get through the cordon which 
everywhere surrounded Germany and 
the Germans. He crossed into the 
United States from Mexico without 
much trouble. He shipped across the 
Atlantic in an English vessel, his 
English accent passing him without 
suspicion, ;Ithough Germans and Aus- 
trians in the States to the number 
of some 300,000 were unable to do so. 
In England his accent also carried 
him through. 

The diffi. ty was to find an excuse 
to give to hipping terks for want- 
ing to go to Rctterdam. He got there, 
though how he refuses to state. It 
is surmised he went as a stoker. 
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Once 1n .iolland he stepped across 
the ‘border into Germany and was 
safe. He found the Kaiser at Mainz 
and told him his adventures, The 
Emperor laughed and said: - 

“Well, if you can do it once, you 

can do it again, so I will send you 
to China.” 
. Von Hintze wanted to serve in the 
fleet, but this was the order appoint- 
ing him Minister to China. He ac- 
cordingly returned to |ngland, cr:ss- 
ed again to the United States, book- 
ing by the steamship line which had 
taken him over in the first place. 

In Califo.aia he was suspected, and 
after he had taken passage for China 
some American newspapers printed a 
story that uo nected German secret 
service agent had sailed for the 
Orient. His vessel, though routed 
direct, disappointed him in that it put 
into Japan for coal, Being a naval 
officer he was fair game, and could 
be made a prisoner of war. 

The ship. was searched by leading 
Japanese secret service officers, but 
no person resembling the admiral was 
found. A Dr. von Scharf was arrested 
in Japan on suspicion of being Von 
Hintze, but the description didn't fit 
and he war released. The cargo of 
the ship was searched, even to the 
coal bunkers, where Ja,» officers poked 
long iron bars through the coal to 
detect possible hiding places. How 
Von Hintze evaded the searchers is 
not told. His arrival in Pekin created 
such interest that a large Japanese 
delegation came to the train to see 
what manner of man it was that rad 
eluded the secret services of both 
Great Britain and Japan. i 

Von Hintze was naval attache t 
Russia, and speaks Russian like a 
native, as well as English and French. 


FINDS JOHN WESLEY’S DIARY 


Shorthand Notes, It Is Learned, Cover 
the Ten Years of the Great . 
Methodist's Life. 


— 


. In the old strong room in City Road, 
London, England, where the Wesleyan 
Methodist book room keeps the ar- 
chieves of nearly two centuries of 
Methodism, the Rev. Nehemiah Gur- 
nock, editor of the new official edi- 


tion of John Wesley's. Journals, has} - 


made a surprising discovery of Wes- 
ley manuscripts. The chief of these 
is a diary in shorthand covering the 
greater part of the last ten years of 
Wesley's life. 

This dairy has been hidden in the 
last pages of a little book known as 
“Wesley's Last Account Book,” and 
until Mr. Curnock re-examined it no 
one suspected that the hieroglyphics 
at the end were priceless notes writ- 
ten by Wesley himself in his old age. 
Mr. Curnock is the discoverer of the 
key to the cipher in which John Wes- 
ley wrote his early journals. 

This last account book, which Wes- 
ley closed on July 16, 1790, also con- 
tains the shorthand diary from 1782 
to 1790 which has now been discov- 
ered. The book shows in minute de- 
tail how the old man, almost to the 
very last, kept his accounts “exactly,” 
ending the record with the often 
quoted sentence, written with a trem- 
ulous hand, “I will not attempt it 
any longer, being satisfied with the 
continual conviction that I save all I. 
can, and give as I can, that is, all I 
have.”

GERMS OF MENINGITIS 
ARE EASILY SPREAD 


Chiefly Harbored In Mouth or Nose 
of Those Affeced—A Sneeze Can 
Carry the Bacteria 


Special interest is being taken in 
Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis because of 
the number of cases which have oc- 
curred amongst the Canudian troops. 
It is quite right, says a bulletin is- 
sued by the Department of Publio 
Health of Nova Scotia, that attention 
suould be given to this disease and 
to the methods which may prevent 
its spread. 

There are several bacteria which 
May cause cerebo-spinal meningitis 
but the one most common!y respon- 
sible for the disease ‘s called the 
meningococcus. This is usually to be 
found in the throat ind nose of those 
who are suffering from the disease 
during the first ten or twelve uays 
of the illness, but, as a general rule, 
it is not to be found after the yxour- 
teenth day. Occasionally, however, it 
persists for much longer periods, and 
while it is present anyone who comes 
into fairly close contact with the pa- 
tient may become infected. More- 
over, whilst those so exposed may not 
themselves develop the disease they 
May harbor meningoeocc! in their 
mouths and noses fe indefinite 
periods, anc may convey the disease 
to others with whom they come in 
contact. Such people are “carriers” 
of the infection, and studies made in 
connection with some epidemics prove 
that a large percentage of those who 
have been brought into contact with 
meningitis cases become carriers. 

It is thought by some authorities 
that the carrier is the main factor 
in the convection of this disease from 
individual to individual. Thus one 
of the most important points in its 
control is to eliminate the carrier. 
This might involve the examination 
of everyone in the community in or- 
der to determine who ir and who is 
not a carrier. But auch may be done 
to prevent the creation of new car: 
riers by careful isolation of all pa- 
tients suffering from the disease, by 
thorough disinfection of the dis- 
charges from their mouth, nose and 
bowels, and by destruction or disin- 
fection of any article which may be- 
come soiled with any such d'scharge, 
It is in these discharges that the in- 
fectious organism is given off by pa. 
tient or by carrter. 

Those who are known to be car: 
riers should pay scrupulous attention 
to the hygiene of the mouth and nos- 
trils, to tho disinfection of their nand- 
kerchiefs, dishes, table cutlery, «tc., 
and to covering the mouth and nose 
when coughing or sneezing. All ex- 
pectorated matters and other dis- 
charges should be disinfected. 

Those brought into contact with the 
patients should be careful to cleanse 
the hands carefully after rendering 
any service at the bedside, and es- 
pecially before eating. These should 
make frequent use of antiseptic 
throat and nasal spray, or should 
gargle the throat and douche the nos- 
trils with a suitable antiseptic solu- 
tion. 

The first essential to success in 
treatment is an early @Giagnosis, so 
there should b. no delay in providing 
the patient with medical care, In the 
cure of the ‘disease, our main reliance 
is in the early and repeated use of 
antimeningococcic serum.

The Society of Friends—popularly 
Imown as the Quakers—is divided in 
Great Britain on the question of naval 
and military service for itr members, 


Many Friends believe it to be incom- |. 


patible with the tenets of Quakerism 
for a man to fight in defence of his 
country, and they contend that every 
young man who joins the navy or 
army should be disowned by the so- 
clety. The attitude of this gossip ts 
expressed in tho following letter from 
“A Quaker Soldier's Sister,” published 
in the “Frienc’”’—the organ of the So- 
ciety of Friends: 

“Are we a group of men and women 
who have set out to uphold and try 
to bring abcut certain social revo- 
lutions which the best spirits among 
us see can only be compatible with 
the law of Jesus; or are we a group 
of men and women united by our de- 
sire to seek direct communication 
with God anc to act as well as we 
can by the Light as it is revealed to 
us individually? 

“Does our society exist for peace, 
or does it exist for thé seeker, the 
climber towards God? Are the peace 
principles which many of us hold an 
essential part of our Quakerism, or 
has the close walk with God, which 
the greater proportion of our ances- 
tors so wonderfully practised, fre- 
quently brought them to see so much 
of what the Fatherhood of God and 
Brotherhood of Man meant, that abo- 
lition of slavery, peace, temperance, 
integrity in business ‘have come to be 
considered as synonymous with us? 

“If we ansver the first of thesa 
groups of questions in the affirmative, 
it seems to me we have no alternative 
but to disown our young men.” 

Many Quakers, however, are ready 
unselfishly to sacrifice themselves for 
love of their country. These, natur- 
ally, are very enxious to learn what 
will be the attitude of the society 
should they enlist. To be disowned— 
that is, struck off the rotl of the So- 
elety of Friends—is a serious matter.

United States Firms Looking to Can- 
ada For Branch Factories Again 


During the past couple of years the 
movement of American industries to 
Canada and the establishment of 
pranch factories in the Dominion 
tlackened off to some extent, as com- 
pared to the rapid progress that was 
nade in the building up of United 
States industries in Canada in 1910- 
{911 and 191%. Now the movement 
is being accelerated again, and, ac- 
tording to the Boston “Daily Trade 
Record” of March 26th, the “Made- 
{n-Canada” campaign is responsible. 

After referring to the fact that the 
*‘Made-in-Canada” campaign is taking 
ousiness from American firms, which 
are now compelled to plan branches 
In the Dominion, the Record quoted 
Mr. G. W. Curtis, agent of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, who has just 
made a trip to the United States, and 
reports that the ‘'Made-in-Canada” 
movement had caused a considerabl.: 
falling off in the business which ihe 
United States had hitherto done in 
Canada. The new war tariff of 7% 
per cent. also served to keep out 
American goods. 

Asp a result of these two factors, 
Mr. Curtis has received many in- 
quirles from American manufacturers 
who are planning to establish branch 
factories in Canada so that they may 
benefit by the “Made-in-Canada” move- 
ment, instead of losing by it as is 
now the case with their factories on 
the United States side of the line. 

This unsolicited testimony from 
United States to the cffectiveness of 
the ‘‘Made-in-Canada” movement, 
which has swept over the Dominio. 
during the past few months, affords 
abundant evidence of the value of the 
publicity methods adopted. That the 
“Made-in-Canada” movement will 
gather strength in the next few 
months if :t is going to result in an 
Increase in the number of Industries 
In Canada will be the wish of all thosa 
who have a knowledge of the vn- 
employment situation in the Do:in- 
lon. Not only will new branches ot 
American factories in Canada increase 
employment for Canadian mechanics, 
but the building and equipment of

MARITIME PROSPERITY 


What “Made-in-Canada” Has Done In 
the Far East in Promoting 
Better BuSiness 


One of the most energetic Boards 


of Trade in Canada is that in St. John, 
New Brunswick. This organization 
has/recently been very active in the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign, especially 
emphasizing the desirability of people 
who live in the Maritime Provinces 
buying the products made in the 
provinces by the sea. 

After several months publicity cam- 
Paigning tne St.John Board of Trade 
recently sent out a circular, asking 
the following questions: 

Evidence of Improvement 

“Do you find evidence: of improve- 
ment in the business situation?” 

“Is the ‘Made-in-Canada’ movement 
having a beneficial effect?” 

A wholesale grocery firm, which is 
also engaged in spice manufacturing, 
replied in the foilowing terms: 

‘Where are quite decided evidences 
of improvement in business in the 
steadying nature of the markets. The 
‘Made-in-Canada movement is certain- 
ly having a beneficial effect. We find 
that manufacturers, brokers, jobbers 
and retailers are all emphasizing it 
quite strongly.” 

A wholesale shoe firm reported: 
“Business is about as usual; in fact 
our shipments were considerably 
ahead of «ebruary last year. Our 
retail department shows a slight in 
crease also, therefore, as far as our 
business is concerned, we feel that 
it is about normal.” 


Business From Canada 

A leading firm of brush manufac. 
turers replied most encouragingly: 

“Business so far as we are von- 
cerned has decidedly improved in the 
last six or eight weeks; so much so 
in fact that we are now busier than 
we have been since this time two 
years ago, and we have been forced 
to run overtime in some sections in 
our endeavor to catch up with our 
orders. This improvement is only to 
a very slight extent due to business 
arising from the war; :t come:: mainly, 
from east of Winnipeg. We have no 
way of tracing the direct results of 
the ‘Made-in-Canada’ campaign, but 
from our general observations have 
no doubt that this has been an in- 
fluential factor in stimulating trade.” 

One of the largest tea and coffee 
houses In St. John, said: 

“We find in the west a mcre hopeful 
feeling, but without much improve- 
ment in sales. In Ontario there is a 
decided improvement. In the east, 
trade, with the exception of a few 
places,is about normal. On the whole, 
{t would appear that the outlook is 
most encouraging.” 

A prominent dry goods firm made 
this satisfactory report: 

- “We fee! tkat the people of the 
Maritime Provinces have every reason 
to be thankful for the way business 
has kept up. Business was well sus- 
tained during the fall months and the 
Christmas trade was up to the phen- 
omenal season of 1913, and now indi- 
cations for the spring business seem 
to be still more favorable each week.” 

These answers offer convincing 
proof that business is not as bad as 
was thought ir the Maritime Prov- 
inces, that it is improving rapidly, 
and that the “Made-in-Canada” move- 
ment” is sssisting in restoring more 
favorable conditions.

Paris, August 11.—The Marquis de 
Vogue, president of the central com- 
mittee of the Red Cross, has sent a 
formal protest to Gustav Ador, 
president, of the International Red 
Cross committee at Geneva , against 
alleged measures of reprisal taken 
by the German government against 
French prisoners of war in retali- 
ation for alleged mistreatment of 
German prisonens. This protest, 
dated August 4th, is based ona re- 
port by Baron Danthouard, the 
plenipotentiary, aeceredited by — the 
I'rench government to represent the 
French lied Cross at war prison 
amps. 

Baron Danthouard states thata 
thousand French prisoners have been 
aken from camps at Erfurt, Ohrd- 
ruf, Damistadt, Friedrichsfeld, Mun- 
ster and Merseburg and sent to the 
Hanoverian swamps ‘a region o 
notorious unhealthfulness, there to 
be employed in draining and clearing 
land.
